The names to which i referred follow, These are all in the list I sent 
you a week or so ago. T 'hat T hove done is take tuo names off, in more or less 
alphabetical order. I have also examined the Ferris file in the Archives, and it 
has been purged, so completely that the one marked as from this file only doesn’t 
even have those pages not still withheld. Naturally, it boars no reference tox any- 
thing that withheld-wnich is more by twice than is officially acknowledged to 
exist. 


In all but a couple of cases (which you can check from what I sent you 
earlier-and you should, because 1 may not nave been sufficiently suspicious), aL 1 
thesa names appear on pages with Ferrie’ 9 . Other pages may be relevant but may not 
have Ferris’ s name. And remember, this is but a single file. 

You said to remind you, so 1 do. T 0 u are going to cneek the less obvious 
names (like maria) end send me duplicate copies of anything you may now have, and 
will send duplicate copies of anything that develops. One of the simple chores, an 
investigator can do it, is to muko a list of tbs addresses of these people and, where 
the directory shows it, their employment. These may lead elsewhere. 

Most gl-ring is the total absence of Canister’s name. Fascinating is 
the frecuency of Gill’s, the one meat common. They didn’t have to have tnisss many 

reports to learn h 9 used Ferrie os en investigator. Making the absence of Blister's 

even more interesting is the fact that Jack Martin’s is about the s cond most fre- 
cuent. The apoearence of Martens and B Qau boeuf is also more then e simple inquiry 
into their living, with or being with Ferrie would seem to require. 

I again point out the magnitude of ti a Ferrie investigation. I’nio was 
really quite e large one, evan if the feebeeg wrote a rep rt every time they 
3 poko to someone. If you stop and consider the interviews they conducts j without 
sny written record, the possible magnitude of this one is even larger. 

To give you an idee of the Ferrie withholding in this file alone, by 

number it is approximately l/3 of the 117 withheld pages. To camper-* it othorv/ise, 
there ar- 38 pages, from the index, not from e.ct;el check, of which only 4 (one of 
which is not in the index) are available. Or, more than 90# withheld. 

If you come up, there are possibilities I regard as probabilities I 
believe are quite important to you, but not within 10 days.
